Schulz introduced as next K-State president

As state officials offered praise and re- 
assuring words after a turbulent week, Kirk 
Schulz was introduced as the 13th K-State 
president Wednesday in Topeka. 

Donna Shank, chair of the Kansas 
Board of Regents, began the meeting by 
presenting a brief summary of the selection 
process, and then let Regent Gary Sherrer 
introduce a resolution to honor the search 
committee. 

After the regents voted to formally of- 
fer the position to the one remaining final- 
ist, Shank said many of Schulz' qualifica- 
tions were attractive to the board. 

"His experience in research and eco- 
nomic development and fundraising, his 
success in increasing diversity and his dy- 
namic and enthusiastic style are just a few 
of the reasons he was chosen as the new- 
est member of the Wildcat family," Shank 
said. 



Shank and other regents also cited 
Schulz' experience in leading the Missis- 
sippi State University bid for the Nation- 
al Bio and Agro-Defense Facility, a project 
that landed at K-State last fall, as a key fac- 
tor. 

Schulz, who is the vice president of 
research and economic development at 
MSU, said that NBAF "was a plus" in his 
decision to come to K-State but was quick 
to add that he expects Ron Trewyn, vice 
president of research, to be the administra- 
tion's main point of contact with the facili- 
ty. 

"I believe the president's role is to be 
out in front of the community, promoting 
this opportunity," he said. "Capitalizing on 
NBAF will be extremely important if we 
want to make Kansas State the internation- 
al place to go for animal science research." 

Schulz said he was "honored and 
humbled" to be named as President Jon

Cross Canadian Ragweed brings live music to Wareham

As the crowd swayed, 
Cross Canadian Ragweed 
frontman Cody Canada 
sang a soulful acoustic set, 
covering songs from bands 
as diverse as Neil Young, 
and Merle Haggard, as well 
as self-written standards.

A second concert was 
scheduled due to the origi- 
nal show being sold out in 
four days. Singer/songwrit- 
er/producer Mike McClure 
will open both the acoustic 
and electric shows. 

"There was just a big 
response and people call- 
ing in so we talked to their 
tour manager and decided 
that if we added Mike Mc- 
Clure we could sell out a 
second show, and we did," 
said Shannon Collins, part 
owner of KatHouse. 

The concert marks a re- 
turn of live events to Ware- 
ham Opera House, working 
in partnership with KatH- 
ouse. Though weddings and 
formals are hosted at the 
Wareham, it has not hosted 



a concert for years. The new 
concert series hopes to re- 
gain audiences by bringing 
in acts like Ragweed and, 
on April 11, the DeWayn 
Brothers. 

"We plan to bring in 
some comedy and more 
music," said Darrell Hills, 
owner of Wareham Opera 
House. "There have only 
been a few shows in the last 
decade." 

Though the band is 
known for its rock rhythms, 
the acoustic show garnered 
a positive reception. 

"One of the things that 
impressed me about them 
was their ability to work in 
rock songs with the acous- 
tic instruments," said Lucas 
Maddy, graduate student in 
agricultural economics.

Peele 
vetoes 
SPUB 
bill

The first order of business 
on tonight's agenda for the Stu- 
dent Governing Association is 
the veto of 
a bill to in- 
crease Stu- 
dent Publi- 
cations Inc. 
budget by 3 
percent. 

Wednes- 
day, Student 
Body Pres- 
ident Lyd- 
ia Peele ve- 
toed the bill, 
which was 
approved by 

the SGA on Feb. 5, by more 
than a two-thirds majority. 

"The Student Body must 
be protected from inappropri- 
ate spending increases," Lydia 
Peele stated in the formal veto 
message to the SGA. 

Peele's veto is not the final 
act for the bill, however. 

Wayne Stoskopf, privilege 
fee committee chair, said he 
plans to propose a vote to over- 
ride Peele's veto. 

"There are a couple of op- 
tions after a veto message is 
read," said Stoskopf, a junior 
in agribusiness and speech. 
"We have 8 days to override it, 
which takes a two-thirds vote. I 
plan to bring this up to the Sen- 
ate floor, if not this Thursday, 
then next Thursday." 

In the veto message Peele 
published Wednesday, she said 
the budget increase "is not cru- 
cial to the success of the general 
student body and is unjustified 
expenditure in a time when we 
need to be more fiscally respon- 
sible with student monies." 

Peele also stated in her

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The last choice 

Patients should have right to make euthanasia decision

Instead of arguing whether euthana- 
sia is a good or bad thing, we should leave 
the choice to those concerned. 

America is the land of the free, yet 
in this society certain morals are placed 
above a person's right to life or death. 
Tens of thousands of terminally ill patients 
are slowly wasting away in hospital beds 
around the country, and those courageous 
souls are fighting a losing battle while suf- 
fering immense pain. Why aren't they af- 
forded the option of ending their lives 
in a safe medical environment if they so 
choose? 

The Constitution states all men have 
an inalienable right to life, but nowhere 
does it state that one must continue to live 
until they die naturally.

While finances are the last thing 
someone in this situation wants to both- 
er with, hospital bills are unmerciful. Med- 
ical insurance companies have caps on 
the amount of money they will provide, 
and debt piles up. There is no humanity 
in racking up incredible amounts of debt 
to be shouldered by the survivors of a ter- 
minally ill patient simply because a doctor 
feels morally obligated to prolonging a life. 

Basically, it is not about being pro-life 
or pro-death but instead about the an in- 
dividual's right to choose. If people have 
money and want to live as long as medi-

Obama using fear instead of change to motivate

In his inaugural address in 1933, newly 
elected President Franklin Roosevelt told a na- 
tion gripped by the Great Depression, "The only 
thing we have to fear is fear itself." In President 
Obama's address 76 years later he said, "We are 
here because we have chosen hope over fear." 

But apparently, implementing hope is too 
difficult - fear is much easier. In an attempt 
to build support for the Democrats' stimulus 
package, President Obama used a tried-and- 
true strategy: scare the crap out of people. In a 
primetime press conference, Obama said the na- 
tion was in the "worst economic crisis since the 
Great Depression" and faced a "catastrophe" if 
Congress didn't pass the stimulus bill. 



Instead of following Roosevelt's and his 
own words of reassurance, Obama has chosen 
to use people's fear for political gain. Through- 
out his administration, Bush was dogged by crit- 
ics who said he used the "politics of fear" to sell 
the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. Obama's ap- 
proach is no different. 

First, the crisis is not the worst economic 
times since the Great Depression. The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics shows that the unemployment 
rate has been higher three times since 1960. Re- 
duction in GDP is actually much less than every 
other post-World War II recession, according to 
the Federal Reserve. So Depression comparisons 
by Obama are, at best, premature. 

Also, this piece of legislation is anything but 
the emergency package the Democrats would 
have us believe. A considerably small portion of 
the $838 billion bill is actually aimed at stimulat- 
ing the economy. The rest is the same old pork 
barrel projects that always get pushed through 
Congress - funding to expand a school in Wis- 
consin that actually has declining enrollment, 
adding a government agency that oversees the 
type of care doctors are providing, giving money 
to the National Institute of Standards in Tech- 
nology to do whatever it is they do. 

Obama's first few weeks in office have been 



anything but the change he promised. His fear 
mongering to get the stimulus bill passed is no 
different than the strategy used by Republicans 
to pass the Patriot Act. "Either pass this or the 
terrorists win," sounds a lot like "Either pass this 
or we go into a Depression." 

Three of his Cabinet appointees have un- 
paid back taxes, and two were forced to with- 
draw, similar to the cronyism of the Bush Ad- 
ministration. Obama claims to have banned lob- 
byists from serving in his administration, but at 
least three officials working for him have lob- 
bied in the past, according to a Feb. 9 Associat- 
ed Press article. Obama recognizes people are 
hurting, that they "have no idea what to do or 
who to turn to." McCain adviser Phil Graham 
was partially right when he said that we are in a 
"mental recession," meaning that our economy 
is largely driven by individuals' attitude. 

People's fear is reflected in the economy. 
Obama's use of fear might get him votes in Con- 
gress, but it only hurts us in the long run. Obama 
was elected on a mandate of hope and change. 
It's time he started governing that way.

Cats beat Tech to keep streak alive

On a day that started with 
snow on the ground and end- 
ed with a high in the 50s, the 
climate in Bramlage Coliseum 
could only be described in one 
word - hostile. 

The atmosphere started 
with the 9,941 fans in atten- 
dance, and the Wildcats took 
care of the rest. 

The K-State men's basket- 
ball team welcomed the Texas 
Tech Red Raiders into Bram- 
lage on Wednesday night and 
defeated them 85-73. 

K-State (17-7, 6-4 Big 12 
Conference) started the game 
with a 3-pointer from junior 
guard Denis Clemente, then 
proceeded to go on a 30-6 tear 
in the first 13 minutes of the 
game. 

"We had great intensity 
like we wanted to," said senior 
forward Darren Kent. "We've 
been preaching that all week, 
to have high intensity to get 
them out of their offense. By 
doing that, we created turn- 
overs and got some transition 
points." 

The Wildcats would con- 
tinue their hot shooting, mak- 
ing 51.4 percent of their shots 
from the field, including 7 
3-pointers in the first half to 
take a 49-25 lead into half- 
time. 

K-State also used great 
defensive pressure to keep 



the Red Raiders from scor- 
ing, forcing them into 11 first- 
half turnovers and held them 
to 40-percent shooting for the 
first half. 

"We did own the first 
half," said sophomore guard 
Jacob Pullen. "We really came 
out and played well. Last year 
they embarrassed us on na- 
tional television and none of 
us forgot that." 

After halftime, the Wild- 
cats were able to stretch their 
lead to 26 points, but Texas 
Tech was able to crawl back 
into the game behind the 
shooting of junior guard Nick 
Okorie. 

Okorie scored 15 of his 
game-high 21 points on 4-7 
from behind the 3-point arc 
in the second half. Senior 
guard Alan Voskuil and soph- 
omore guard John Roberson 
each scored in double-digits 
for Texas Tech with 17 and 11 
points, respectively. 

As the second half pro- 
gressed, the Red Raiders came 
as close as 12 points to In- 
state by the way of a 19-2 
run against mostly Wildcat re- 
serves in the last 4:53 of the 
game to make the final score 
seem deceptively close. 

K-State was led offensive- 
ly by Kent who had 18 points. 

"I told everyone earlier 
this year that he's accepted a 
new responsibility," said head 
coach Frank Martin. "He is 
growing as a player. Now it's 



kind of on his shoulders how 
we do." 

Clemente and Pullen also 
scored in double-digits with 
15 and 12 points, respectively. 
K-State is now 11-0 this sea- 
son when both of these play- 
ers score in double digits. 

As a team, the Wildcats 
shot 49.3 percent from the 
field. They were also able to 
outrebound the Red Raiders 
by a margin of 34-26, which 
included 11 offensive re- 
bounds. 

K-State also dominated 
Texas Tech in the paint, out- 
scoring them 40-14. 

The Wildcats have now 
won six consecutive Big 12 
Conference games and will 
look to continue that success 
against KU on Saturday. 

"We are feeling good," said 
sophomore forward Domin- 
ique Sutton. "We're going to 
move on now that this game 
is over with and focus on KU. 
We're excited that we won six 
straight games, but it's over 
now so we have to get ready 
for tomorrow's practice." 

Tipoff for the KU game 
is scheduled for 2:30 p.m. in 
Bramlage Coliseum.

Player 
reps make 
recruiting 

difficult

Something just doesn't 
smell quite right in Wichita. 
And no, it's not the wind 
shifting and bringing the waft 
of an occasional agricultural 
scent to the area. 

Instead, it has to do with 
the recruitment of Kansas 
high school football play- 
ers. Particularly, it has to do 
with a 5-foot-8, 350-pound 
physical trainer who roves the 
territory looking for the most 
fertile crop of football players. 
The man is Brian Butler, who 
is one of the new breeds of 
player representatives that 
have spread from the realm of 
college basketball recruiting 
to football. 

For clarification purposes, 
I am not saying Butler is 
breaking any rules, but he is 
coming close to crossing an 
invisible ethical line. 

Butler represents about 
30 players across the state of 
Kansas. His name began to 
surface frequently in the past 
two years, mainly because he 
represented two of the most 
sought after players in the na- 
tion in Wichita East's Arthur 
Brown and Bryce Brown. 

He runs a Web site called 
potentialplayers.com, which 
is the name of his training 
organization. Butler even 
began charging readers a 
$9.99 monthly fee to read 
updates about running back 
Bryce Brown, who recently 
announced he will not make 
a college decision until March 
12. However, the monthly 
charge didn't last, and the 
Web site is once again free. 

According to a recent New 
York Times article, Butler 
told Mulvane High School's 
Huldon Tharp he had a schol- 
arship offer from Miami to 
increase his recruitment and 
get his name out to college 
coaches. However, the offer 
was completely fabricated. 
Tharp signed a letter of intent 
last week to play college foot- 
ball at KU. 

K-State coach Bill Snyder 
said player representatives are 
becoming a trend in football. 

"I think maybe in some 
cases they are very meaning- 
ful people that are trying to 
help for the right reasons," 
Snyder said last Wednesday. 
"I think a lot of it depends on 
what your motive is. 

"I've seen it taking place 
virtually everywhere. It's 
catching on everywhere." 

Butler even mentioned 
to the New York Times that 
he would consider having 
Bryce, who is the No. 1 player 
in the nation according to 
rivals.com, skip college to 
play in the Canadian Football 
League. Butler recently de- 
nied the report and said that 
will not happen. 

I understand there is a cer- 
tain amount of stress involved 
in the recruiting process for 
guys like Bryce and Arthur 
with the constant phone calls 
and text messages. But is it re- 
ally necessary to pay someone 
$450 for recruiting consulta- 
tions? I guess that's for the 
parents to decide. 

But Butler seems to be 
acting like an agent. And last 
time I checked, agents exist 
only in professional sports. 
There is no room for one at 
the high school level.

Wefald's successor. 

"I've been looking forward to this all my career," Schulz 
said. "Kansas State's a great university with a wonderful tra- 
dition of excellence in academics and athletics and I hope to 
continue to build on that tradition." 

Though enthusiastic, Schulz acknowledged he faces sig- 
nificant challenges in the coming months, especially with 
state finances. 

"Universities' budgets will be leaner, but we have to keep 
education affordable," he said. "I do believe we will meet 
these challenges and emerge as a better, stronger unit in the 
next couple years." 

Hiring a new athletic director is another pressing con- 
cern for the new president. Schulz said he has no timetable, 
but expects to begin the process in mid-March. 

For now, Schulz will begin to become comfortable with 
Manhattan and develop a long-term strategic plan for the 
university, spending a week on campus each month until 
he officially takes over on July 1. Schulz also said he would 
like to increase communication by inviting students into his 
home and sending monthly e-mails to faculty members. 

Regent Jerry Boettcher, vice-chair of the search commit- 
tee, said he has no doubt that despite withdrawals by the oth- 
er two finalists, the board hired the best candidate. 

"I would not have predicted any withdrawals, but that 
sort of thing happens," he said. "I think [Schulz] is a real- 
ist and well-informed, and he has an excellent reputation as 
a fundraiser. Kirk has both brains and experience, and we're 
anxious for him to get here and seize the moment." 

Regent Dan Lykins, a K-State alumnus, was more direct

message that cost-saving 
measures have not been 
pursued and should be ex- 
plored. 

"As implementation of

At the SGAs Jan. 29

equipment fee had been 
cut from its budget. 

Proponents of the bill 
also argue that Student 
Publications Inc. needs the 
increased budget to keep 
up with rising production 
costs. 

Also on the agenda, is 
the approval of FY 2010 
Student-Centered Tuition 
Enhancements Committee 
evaluations of various pro- 
posals.
